APTAIN DOUGLAS, of his Majetty’s thip the Ve- 
Pa 4 us, arrived at this office yelterday afternoon from St 
Euttatins, with difpatches from Admiral Sir George Brydges 
Rodney, Baronet, Knight of the Bath, and Commander in 
Chief of his Mijelty’s fhips at the Leeward Iflands, to Mr 
Scephens, of which the following are extracts and copies : 
Extradt of a letter from Sir George Brydoes Rodacy, to Mr 
Stephens, dated Sandwich at St Euftatius, March 17. 
1781. 

AM happy in congratulating their Lordfhips, that, in ad- 

dition to the iflands of Se Eustatius, Sc Martinis, Saba, 
and the French ifland of St Bartholomew (which furrendered 
yelterday) has been added to his Majefty’s dominions the ve- 
vy valuable acquifition of the two Dutch colonies of Demera- 
ry and Iffequibo, upon the Spanifh main ; and although thofe 
colonies had furrendered upon the fuppofed terms given to St 
Euftatius, yet General Vaughan and myfelf thought they 
ought to be put quite on a diiferent footing, and not treated as 
an ifland, who‘e inhabitants, though belonging to a ftate, who 
by public treaty was bound to aflit Great Britain again{t her 
avowed‘enemics, had neverthelefs openty aflifted her public e- 
nemy, and the rebels to her ftate, with every neceffary and, 
implement of war and provifions, perfidioufly breaking the trea- 
ties'they had fworn to maintain. 

We; therefore, to eafe the minds of the inhabitants of thofe 
colonies, and’ to enable them to experience the happinefs and 
fecurity of Britith government, difpatched their deputies back 
with the inclofed terms, which, we flatter ourfelves, will meet 
with his Majefty’s royal approbation. 
Great merit is due to General Cunningham, Governor of 
Barbadoes, who fent a fummons, by Captain Pender, of his 
Majefty’s floop Barbuda, and the Surprize, Captain Day, who 
I tratl ordered to be ftationed off that coalt, in order to blockade 
thofe rivers. 
Inclofed, I have the honour to fend their Lordhhips an ae- 
count of the prefent infant produce of the colonies of Demera- 
ry and Ifequibo, as given me by the gentlemen fent as depu- 
ties to General Vaughan and myfelf. 
‘Thefe colonies, in the hands of Great Britain, if properly 
encouraged, in a few years will employ more fhips, and pro- 
duce more revenue to the Crown, than all the Britifh Welt [a- 
dia IMands united. 
P. §. The Dutch thips feized by the privateers at Deme- 
rary are droits to the Admiralty, the privateers having no com- 
milion to take them. 
Extra@ of another letter from Sir G. Brydges Rodney, to Mr 
Stephens, dated Sandwich at St Euftatius, March 17.1781. 
HE furrender of the ifland of St Bartholomew will pre- 
vent the French privateers from theltering themfelves 
under it, and diftreffing the wade of his Majelty’s fubjeds. 
The capture of St Enftatius has diltrefled the French 
ifands beyond ‘conception. ‘(hey are greatly in want of every 
fpecies Of provifions and ftores. I will ufe my beft endeavours 
to blockade them in fuch a manner as I hope will prevent their 
receiving any. The only dabger is from the Britith iflands, 


‘| whofe merchants, regardlefs of the duty they owe their coun- 
‘try, have already contragted with the enemy to fupply them 


with provifions and naval ftores. My utmoft attention thall be 
to prevent their treafon taking place.

SIR, Barbadoes, Feb. 18. 1781, 

AVING received information from Mr Clark, who late- 
H ly atrived from Demerary, that, upon the fuppofition 
that hoftilities were likely to commence between Great Britain 
and the States General of the United Provinces, your Excel- 
lency ‘was’ apprehenfive thar the fertlement under your Goyera- 
ment might pofibly fill’a prey to privateers, as you were inno 
condition to’ réfift ; arid’ that, co avoid’ the confequences of their 
irregularity, you are, willing to furreader to one of his Maje- 
fty’s thips of war : [ therefore, to Comply with your, wilhes, 
have fent Lieutenant Forreft, an officer of the goth regiment, 
with a flag of truce, which flag the Commander of the King’s 
hip will convey to you, and afford you an opportunity of fare 
rendering the Government under your ‘command’ to the King 
of Great. Britain, whieh will entitle you to the fame terms as 
thofe granted. by Admirai Sir George Brydges Rodney aid 
General, Vaughan,to Sv,Futtatiay Saba, and St Martins. 
Captain.Pender, of his Majelty’s thip. Barbuda, J flatter my- 
felf, will be able to accomplish this object, who will acquaint

jefly’s pleafure be known. 

The Commandant and other officers have leave to go to 
Holland in a cartel, taking with them all their effeéts of what- 
ever nature: The troops to have the fime indulgence.

Pindar, fubmitted to his Majefty’s arms. The terms which the Admi- 
ral and myfelf have thought proper to grant them for the prefent, I have 
the honour to inclofe your Lordthip. 

I have the honour further to inform your Lordhip, ‘that having fent 
Lieutenant Colonel Fergufon tothe ifland of St Bartholomew, that ifland 
immediately furrendered to his Majefty's proteétion ; a copy of which, 
with the return of the ordnance found there, I have the honour to tranf- 
mit your Lordthip. ,

in North America, to Mr Stephens, of which the following are Copy 
and extradt: 
Copy of a letter from Vice- Admiral Arbuthnot to Mr Stephens, 
dated Royal Oak, in Lynne-haven Bay, March 20, 1781. 
", . Y letter of the rsth ult. by the Mercury packet, will have ac-. 

; quainted their Lordthips of the lofs of the Culloden, and dif- 
mafture of the Bedford, in a gale of wind on the 23d of January, at 
the eaft end of Long Hland, and of the abfénce of the America, which 
at that time was driven to fea, but returned without damage on the 
8th ult. 

In the mean while, every poffible exertion was made to get.the lower 
mats out of the Culloden, for the Bedford; but ‘the weather was fo 
exceedingly feVere and tempeltuous, that it was not effected juntil the 
1(t inftant. 

‘The enemy deriving conrage and confidence from thefe misfortunes, 
at one time, during the abfence of the America, and believing that 
the Bedford alfo was loft, meditated an attack upon us, which how- 
ever they laid afide, after their emiflaries had reconnoitred our pofition 
in Gardiner’s Bay. : : 

An attempt was next made againft our naval force employed to co- 
operate with Brigadier-General Arnold in Virginia: I received early 
intimation of their intentions, and accordingly put thefe officers upon 
their guard. This was to have been executed by the Evcille, a cop- 
pered 64, and two frigates, which failed frommRhode Iffand on the 8th 
of February ; but finding it impoflible to fucceed in that quarter, left 
it on the rgth following, 3 3 

I had, on the communigation of this intelligence, difpatched the 
Charleftown to Carolina, to order the Chatham (of whofe arrival I 
had been informed) with the Roebuck, Romulus, and fome-frigates, 
to proceed to Virginia, and endeavour to cut off their return ; which, 
however, «was rendered abortive by the fhortnefs of their tay. J am 
forry to add, that they fell in with and captuced the Romulusen their 
paflage back off the Capes of Virginia, as the was proceeding thither 
from Charleftown to relieve the Charon; haying failed, in coniequence, 
of a prior engagement, before the Charleftown could reach her. 

It was now neceflary, from the diicontents in the rebel army, and v 
among the minds of the people, to attempt fomething to revive a F7is fa 
érooping caufe; the danger of .

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in Carolina. The parties from Mr Wathington’s army, under tlre 
Marquis de Fayette, were to proceed down the Elk by the way of 
Maryland; whilit a large body of Virginian militia, under a Mr Nel- 
fon in this colony, were calleting to attack him in concert with th¢ 
French thoops commanded by the Count de Rochambau!t. J had the 
honour to give information of thefe defigns to Sir Henry Clinten at 
New York; and as my intelligence from Rhode Mand was frequently 
and accurately repeated, the objects for the fervice of the fquadron be- 
came clear and open to my view. 
The feafon the enemy chofe to execute this meafure was while the 
swas remafting. The lower matts of the Culloden having been 
brought into Gardiner’s Bay, the hauied alongfide the London, and 
got them in on the sth inftent, and was compleatly rigged and ready 
for fea the gth. 

‘The enemy, J prefume, were very foon apprized of the Bedford be- 
ing entirely ftripped, and conceiving this work would take up a con- 
fiderable time, began to embark troops on the sth: By the 8th near 
2500 of their troops were put on board the fquadron, which had been 
previoufly prepared in other refpeéts, and pulhed to fea with a trong 
ealterly gale the evening of the fame day. 

On the 9th the whole of his Majeity’s fquadron under my command 
fell down to the entrance of Gardiner’s Bay ; and the next morning, 
jult before U weighed, I teccived corroborative information from Sir 
Henry Clinton, that very confiderable detachments were fending to 
the fouthward from Mr Wathington’s army; but his Excellency did not 
appear to have any immediate idea of reinforcing Brigadier-General 
Amold with trocps. Suppoling, however, that he might afterwards 
judge it neceflary, as his fituation would become extremely critical, I 
ditected Captain Hudfon of the Richmond, the fenior officer at New 
York, to take his Excellency’s fentiments on the fubject; and, fhould 
it be deemed proper, to take under his convoy the tronps that might 
be fent to aid-thofe already employed in Virginia; but, fhould his Ex- 
cellency think fuch relief unneceflary, he was to join me off the 
Chefeapeak with the Richmond, Orpheus, and any others of his Ma- 
jefty’s thips that might arrive at New York in the interim. 

On the scth I cleared the coaft of Long Ifland with the fquadron, 
and proceeded to the. fouthward as expeditioully as poflible, in the hope 
of being ab‘e to fight the enemy before their entry to the Chefeapeak, 

_ or, if pratticable. to attack them there. 

On the 13th, in lat. 39. 30. North, within a few leagues of the 
coait, 1 {poke a veffel from London to New York, which had fcen the 
French fquadron the day before a degree to the fouthward, confifling 
of eight fail of large thips, three frigates and atender. I parted from 
her the fame evening, and feered fuch a courfe as would beit enable 
me to intercept it. : 

‘The fame evening a gale from the N. W. was exceedingly favour- 
able-to the purfuit, and pufked the fquadron os; its violence however 
appears by the event to have equally retarded the enemy, which muit 
have laia to while it lafted. 

On the 16th, at fix A. M. the Iris made the fignal for difcovering 
five ttrange fail to the N. N. E. and foon afterwards hailed, that they 
were large thips fteering for the Capes of Virginia, and fuppofed to be 
diftant about three miles. I immediately concluded it muait be the e- 
very I was in {earch of, and accordingly. prepared the fquadron for 
battle, by forming the line a-head, a cable’s length afunder, on a wind 
which was then frefh,-and proceeding towards them with a@ prefs of 
fail: At this time Cape Henry bore S. W. by W. diftant about 14 
leagues, wind at weft; the French bearing from us N. N. E. the 
weather fo hazy that the length of the Britith line could fearcely be 
difcerned. 

At a quarter of an hour after eight A. M. the wind veered to N, 
W: by W. and foon after to N. by W which gave the cnemy the ad- 

_ Vantage of the weather-gage. About this time feveral of the enemy’s 
fhips were difcovered to windward, maneuvering to form their line. 

At 25 minutes after eight, the Guadsloupe ranged up under our 
fee, bringing the fame intelligen¢e with that already given by the Iris, 
and was ordered to make fail, and endeavour to keep fight of the enemy. 

At 35 minutes after eight, Idirected the Iris by .fignal to make {ail 
a-head, and keep fight of the enemy, as the haze appeared to thicken. 
The Britifi line was by this time completely formed, and clofe hauled 
on the larboard tack. 

At 20 minutes after nine the headmoft of the French thips tacked, 
as did the reft in fucceflion, and formed the line on the fearboard tack. 

At 35 minutes after nine, the weether being very {qually, 1 formed 
the line a-head at two cables length afirnder. 

Ata quarter of an hour after ten, I made the fignal for the fquadron 
to tack, the headmoft and weathermoft firft, and gain the wind of the 
enemy. 

At a quarter of an hour after eleven, the headmoft of the French line

At ten o'clock the French fquadron having compleated their form in 
a line a-head, confifting of cight two deckers, bore E. by S. the Britilh 
line clofe. hauled, fteering E. S. E. wind at N. E. 

At half an hour after one o'clock, the enemy being very apprehen- 
five of the danger and inconvenience of engaging to windward from the 
high fea that-was running, and: fqually weather, wore and formed thcir 
line to leeward of the Britith line.- 

At two o’clock the van of my fquadron wore in the line, and in a 
few, minutes the Robuft which fed the Acet, and afterwards behaved in 
the moft gallant manner, was warmly engaged with the van of the 
enemy.—The thips in the vau and center of the line were all engaged 
by half an hour paft two, and by three o'clock the French line was 
broke ; their fhips began foon after to wear, and to form their line a- 

“gain, with their heads to the South Eatt into the ocean. 

At 20 minutes after three, I wore dnd ftood after them. I was for- 

ry te obferve the Robuft, Prudent, and Europe, which were the head- 

thips, and received theswhole of the enemy’s fire at their rigging 
as they bore down, fo entirely difabled, and the Loudon’s main top- 
fail-yard being carried away, (the two firft unmanageable, laying with 
their heads from the enemy) as-to be incapable of purtuit, and of ren- 
dering the advantage we had gained decifive, 

At half an hour after four the haze came on fo very thick, as entire- 
ly to intercept the enemy from my view. The Medea joined me fvon 
after, which.I direéted to follow, and obferve the sout of the enemy, 
while T proceeded with the fqauadron to the Chefapeak, in the hope of 
intercepting them, fhould they attempt to get in there. 

At feven o’cloek I brought to with the fquadron, to put the difabled 
Ships in-a fituation to execute thefe intentions. 

Next Morning | made fail, and the fame evening (the Robuft being 
towed by the America, and the Prudégt by the Adamant) anchored 
with the whole fquadron about three fagues to the Eattward of Cape 
Chartes, within Cape Henry > The €¥eiiing after, the whole fquadron 
anchored in Lynne-haven Bay. 

I cannot but regret the early flight of the enemy prevented the ac- 
tion from becoming general. 

Thave had aconterence with Brigadier-General Arnold, and find his 
force began to be preft for provifions, as well as by the formidable 
combination againft him.

advifeable to return to the Bay, where I anchored the fame evening. 

The next day and the following, we had the wind from the north- 
ward, which, had we been at fea, mutt inevitably have crippled fome 
of our thips, or driven me very confiderably to the fouthward. 

On the 26th, a reinforcément of troops, in number about two thon- 
fand, commanded by Major General Philips, arrived from New York, 
under the efcort of Captain Hudfon, of the Richmond, with the hips, 
and veflels named in the margin *. At the fame time, the Iris and 
Pearl, which had been detached to obferve the rout of the enemy, re- 
turned withost hgving difgovered them. ‘The former had {prong her 
main-matt in the late gale. 

'Yhe Medea was immediately difpatched to reconnoitre the Dela- 
ware. 

‘The army under Major General Philips were immediately for warded 
to Portfmouth, and the junétion effeéted between the forces at pretent 
there under Brigadier General Arnold. 

I wait with great impaticnce to embrace the firft opportunity to put 
to fea, which I fhall feize the moment it offers. For thefe laft two days 
the weather has been fo fqually, as to preclude all communication by 
boats between the thips of the fquadron.

‘They have a militia, faid to be 16,000, 
and about 1000 regulars; but the Dutch have been fo immer-

The ifland of St. Bartholomew, which lately fubmitied to 
his Majefty’s forces, lies between the iflands of St Martin’s 
and Eultatia. It is about five miles in circumference, but has 
little ground fur manuring. It produces tobacco, and the caf- 
fava, and abounds with woods. It was taken from the French 
in 1746 by two privateers from Antigua, but furrendercd tothe 
French at the lalt peace of Paris in 1763. Its thores are 
reckoned extremely dangerous, and require experienced pilots 
to approach them with fafety ; but ic has a moft excellent hare 
bour on the North-weft fide, in which fhips of any fize are thel- 
tered from al] the winds that blow. It has given always great 
fhelter to the enemy’s privateers in time of war, who have from 
thence greatly annoyed our We(t-(ndia trade ; and it was for 
this reafon the peace-makers in 1748 refufed to deliver it up.

By the Albion, Cupt. Rehertfan, arrived yeherday in Clyde 
from St Kitt’s, we have been favoured with the Sv Lucta 
Gazette, or Generar Intecricencer, of February 24, 
from which the following extras are taken. 

Carenace, February 24, 1781. 

On Monday night and ‘Tucfday morning arrived here, under 
convoy of his Majetty’s frigates the Santa Amonnica and Li- 
corne, the following veffels from England, viz. Eftriche, Ad- 
dington ; Loyal Briton, Young; Generous Planter, Calf; 
Sandy Point, Emms; DBridgtown, Rainey; and Deep Bay, 
Clark, for St ‘Kitt’s ; Thomas, Mann, for Montferrat ; Ifaac, 
Baillie, for. Tortola; Duke of Chandois, leit; Dellway, 
M‘Cleod ; Commerce, Symonds; Profpe&, Gall, and Tho- 
mas and Betty, Liddle, for Jamaica; the Eagle, Lancefield, 
and fome victuallers for this ifland. 

‘They Jeft England the 24th of December, and in lat. 45. 
long. 11, faw a fleet, which they took to be French, and, from 
the account of his Majefty’s fhip the Portland, who was then 
with the flect and reconnoitered them, confifted of about 890 
fail, 11 of which appeared to be line of batile fhips: our ficet 
ftood on to the weftward, and the ether fhewed a defire to fhun 
them, by ftanding more to the fouthward. It is imagined that 
they are bound for thofe feas. 

The falling in of thofe fleets with each other, was what gave 
rife to the report of the Cork fleet being taken. 

The Santa Amognica and Licorne took, on the paflage, 6 
Dutchmen, two of which they brought to Barbadoes with them. 

Avo account of the late dreadful hurricane was received in 
England zbout the 20th of December, by the arrival from Se 
Kitt’s of the Rawlinfon, Captain Arkinfon, at Lancafter, and 
the Nevis packet at Briitol ; but thefe veffels gave no particu- 
lar account of the damage fuftained here and at Barbadoes, 
though the lawer veflel did not leave St Kitt’s till the 26th of 
Ovuber. The Rawhinfon loaded at this ifland. 

L&tters from Antigua make mention’ of certain accounts be- 
ing received there of the whole garrifon at Stoney Point having 
gone over to Gencral Clinton, and that the gpreatelt divifions 
prevail in the American army. | General Arnold has deftroy- 
ed upwards of 150 fail of veffcls in the Chefapeak, and feveral 
confiderable magazines, and was joined by great numbers of 
the Americans. ; 

A¥rench privateer, within thefe three days, landed at Pra- 
lin, a bay to windward of this ifland, with an intent totake off 
negroes, in which, however, they were difappointed ; but they 
fpiked up the guus on the battery at that place.

This day, a proclamation by order of the Lord Provoft and 
Magittrates, offering a bounty to fuch feamety as fhall enter on 
board the fquadron commanded by the Hon. Commodore Keith 
Stewart, was proclaimed ‘through the city by tuck of drum.

This morning, arrived in Leith Roads, his Majefty’s armed 
fhip Leith, from convoying the fhips-to Shetland, which 
carried materials for erecting a fort there. The Leith brought 
up with her the officers belonging to the Neckar privateer of 
Dunkirk, mounting 18 guns and 65 men, which was captured 
by ‘a Gieenlandman, and fent into Lerwick in Shetland. 
The privateer at firft gave chace to the Greenlandman ; 
but, finding that fhe could not make her efeape by flight, 
lay, to, in order to give battle to her purfuer, The privateer, 
upon this, fufpefing her to be a frigate, declined an engage- 
ment, and fheered off ; when the Greenlandman, in turn, gave 
chace. ‘he privateer, in ctowding fail, {prung her top-mait, 
and finding the Greenlandiman come faft up with her, threw 
over her guns, in order to facilitate her efcape ; but- the Green- 
landman lucky came up with her, when the Neckar, having 
nothing to defead herfelf, fell an eafy prey. The privateer had 
three ranfomers on board, one fur 800 guineas. "The crew are 
coming up to Edinburgh by land. ‘The Neckar, it is faid, has, 
frown firft to lait, captured near 166 veffels.
